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Quantitative determn. of human interferon (IFN) alpha-1 by 
immuno-enzymometric assay uses as first antibody (Abl) a polyclonal 
antibody raised in vertebrates against IFN-alpha or a monoclonal 
antibody reactive with IFN-alpha- 1, and a second antibody (Ab2), 
poly-or mono-clonal, which is labelled with an enzyme. Abl is absorbed 
on the walls of a reaction vessel, either by drying on or by wet 
loading. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The method is useful in biotechnological IFN 
prodn.; for medical diagnosis and for biomedical research. IFN is known 
to have antiviral, antiproliferative and immunomodulating activities. 
This test is quantitative, rapid, simple and reliable, and eliminates 
the need for radioactive materials. Only a single reaction vessel is 
used, and a single person can perform many assays in less than 5 hrs..* 
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
